London, February 1!6.—The Geath of 
the Rev. John Gibson Paton, the mis- 
sionary apostle to the New Hebrides, in 
his eighty-third year, marks the passing 
of a great Ife. 

‘or ten years Dr. Paton was a Glas- 


‘gow city missionary. In 1856 he decided

ty-nine years he worked among the Ma- 
tives of the islands, and few men have 
had a career so full of thrilling adven- 
halrbreadth escapes, and dreadful 
trageady as his. 

Tanna, the islang ©n which 
landed, was inhabited by 
most ferocious description. 
had the companionship of his young 
wife and their little son, but a few 
months after thetr arrival both died of 
fever, and he was Ieft to fight for his 
life and his religion alone. 


Hostile Natives. 
Forty times the natives attempted to 
him, and forty times they failed. 
Six other missionaries who went to as- 
sist him in his work were murdered. 

The tslands were visited by British war- 
ships and other vessels and many times 
lyr. Patton was urged to leave Tanna 
and seek refuge on some other itsland 
where Christianity was beginning to 
make headway, or in New Zealand. 

But he always refused. Tm him the 
howling cannibals who at times were 
literally thirsting for his blood were “his 
dear benighted Tannese,” and with a 
heroism remarkable even itn the mis- 
sionary field he remained at his post. 

His escaipes from ‘death were almost 
miraculous, More than once he and his 
few helpers were besieged in the mis- 
sion house by the entire population of 
the island, and death seemed certain. 

On one occasion his dog saved him, 
sometimes his empty revolver frighten- 
ed his assailants, and the fear the na- 
tives had of his “Jehovah God" whom 
he invoked more than once proved his 
salvation. 

A ‘friendly chief once presented Dr. 
Paton with a finely polished wooden 
spoon. Natives he subsequently met 
would not believe that Dr. Paton had 
dared to visit this warrior. He showed 
them the spoon, and they fled for their 
lives. Then the missionary learneq that 
his spoon’ w only used at cannfhal 
feasts, and by the chief, himeelf. 

Many Converts, 

Girradually, however, the fruits of his 
unceasing work began to make them- 
selves aipparent, ana a few years ago 
the number of native Christians -in the 
New Hebrides was estimated at - 18,000 
Out of a total population 6f 60,000. Not 
the. least part of his work was the 
transiation of the Bible intwy twenty dif- 
ferent dialects for the use of the many 
different tribes on the islands. 

Ten years afiter the death of hfs first 
Wife he married again. ang not -manv 
years ago his son was shot at by a 
hostile. tribe and naTrowly escaped 
death. 

His visits to England were few and far 
between. His last was in 1901, 
ing his brief stay of two months the 
Stalwart figure of the white hatred 
snowy-bearded old man with the charm- 
ing smile was seen on many platforms.

But Does Not Exercise Effsctive 
Control Over tt 


With a Monopoly of Cotton Produc- 
tion, Other Beople Seem to Get 
the Best of Us— President 
Johnson Talks to Cotton 
Growers of Georgia. 


Three interesting points in connection 
with the cotton situation are discussed by 
President M. L. Johnson, of the Georgia 
division of the Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion, in this week's letter. President 
Johnson says: 

“To tae people of Georgia: There are 
three things to which I wish to call 
your particular attention. 

“In the first place your cotton crop is 
a natural monoply, a fact which the 
people of the south do not seem to 


realize, Stop ang think about this fact 
a minute, and try to gather what it 
means, 

“If you do this you will quickly come 
to the conclusion that We are about the 
only people on the face of the earth 
with a monopoly who have never gotten 
rich as the result\of the possession of 
it. Not only have we failed to make 
meney out of it, but we have remained 
poor, 

“IT am not talking, of course, about 
cotton brokers, or merchants, or bank- 
ers, or people in other lines of businéss, 
but about the producers—those who ac- 
tually grow the cotton; the men, women 
and children whd actually plant, cultl- 
vate and gatner it. 


(Need Aid to Make Crops. 
*What do you think of the fact—and' 
it is a fact—that only a few of the many 
producers of cotton, were they left wholly: 
to their’ own resources, would be able 
this year to grow any cotton at all? 
How does that stnike you? Owners of a 
monopoly, and yet unable to grow a crop 
without assistance? 
“How would that sort of business, for| 


instance, strike John ‘D. Rockefeller? Did, § 


you notice the peculiar and interesting | 


coincidence the other day wnen he gave'§ 


$32,000,000 to the cause of education?| 
Within two days the price of oil had| 
gone up |5 cents a barrel. At that rate| 
it won't take long for him to get it 
back. 

“This is not the first coincidence of this 
kind that has come to my attention. 
Repvdrts, of these large gBifts from the 
beneficiaries of our protected industries 
have been so constantly connected wita 
a raise in the prices, that I always stop 
to wonder just how much of this or that 
particular donation was my own. It was 
a mite, of course, but mites from many 
people ultimately make millions, 

“And so it might be With the cotton 
crop. It is our own natural monopoly, 
and there is no reason why we should not 
get together and make it pay our price. 

A Gold Commanding Crop. 

“In the next place, let me call your 

attention to the fact toat cotton is al- 


ways a gold-commanding crop. The ex- 
parting and sale of it in foreign coun- 
tries means a return of golden dollars 
to us, 

‘*Two-thirds of the south’s cotton crop 
goes every year to foreign countries, 
which is nearly equal in value to the! 
world’s total output of gold. Think of, 
it, southern cotton growers supplying the! 
world year with values equal to| 


every 


the total output of all the world’s gold} 


mines! 

“And yet the people of the soutn can- 
not grow this crop without assistance— 
and assistance which, whefi extended this 
spring, will be used next fal] to bear 
the price of our cotton! 

“Now I submit again that no people} 
with but one money crop, can afford to! 
bé a debtor people. Your country is a| 
creditor nation, solely due-to your cot: | 
ton. Why shouldn't you be a creditor |

Over 
the Santo Nino was a well draped double 
arch having many lights. An ebony cross 
surmoynted all, fixed immediately above 
the jfmction or crossing of the arches. 
The distance from the ground to the 
top of the cross was perhaps twenty- 
five feet. 

As it slowly moved along it was really 
a beautiful sight and one not easily 
forgotten. The float was propelled by 
men only, they being concealed beneath 
the canopy or covering of the lower tier 
of steps, Immediately preceding the float 
and marching abreast were three priests, 
gorgeously appareled, and three more 
followed just in rear, Then came more 
devotees, with tapers, and monks and 
half naked dancing boys and. girls. 
Ranged on either side of the street were 
thousands of people along the whole 
line of march. As the chariot approach- 
ed, the native population bowed their 
heads to the dust. Occasionally, some 
excited woman, a mother, would dart in 
between the lines of the procession in 
front ‘of the image, and holding her 
child aloft as high as she could, would 
scream and laugh and dance, her poor 
child meanwhile yelling with fear.

THE SOUTH AND THE. ROCKEFELLER GIFT. 
President Schurman, of Cornell University, and ex-President Andrew 
|. White, of the same institution, join in logical arguments to the effect 
that a large part of the recent stupendous Rockefeller donation to the 
general education board, should be expended in the south. wat 

Ex-President White bases his opinion on the fact that the educational 
facilities of this section have not kept pace in rapidity of development with 
those of the north. President Schurman echoes this reasoning,-supplement- 
ing it with the suggestion that colleges and preparatory schools, rather than 
universities, should be the main recipients of assistance. He is also quoted 
as saying that it would be a mistake to exact that the institution favored 
shall raise a sum equal to, or, larger than the donation. 

Of interest: in this connection and settling definitely al} contentions 
to the contrary, is the statement of Robert CG, Ogden, ex-chairman of the 
general education board, to the effect that the funds of the board will be 
used to assist the smal] and needy as well as the wealthy and long-estab- 
lished institutions, and that it is in utter opposition to the spirit of the 
board’s policy to exac®? that the former shall mortgage or impoverish them- 
selves to raise a sum similar to that offered by the fund's custodians. He 
intimates that the only condition shall be that of proved worthiness. This 
announcement clears the way for th8 development of the real usefulness of 
the donation. 

The ‘institution that commands connections of sufficient wealth 
raise ten, twenty or fifty thousand dollars to comply with the terms of an 
endowment, is really in little need of the endowment itself. 

And the large unWwersities and colleges in the north, in the very nature 
of things, are unable to reach the poorer class of ambitious students—a task 
that must be left to the scattered small colleges, now doing a valiant work 
throughout this section, with pathetically inadequate equipment and finan- 
cial resources. These minor institutions stand as doors of hope to the 
poor young man of the south. Their scope can be radically broadened, and 
the development of the south—a mission in which the entire nation has a 
Vital interest—given a substantial impetus through the jadicious extension 
of assistance to those that have demonstrated their courage and worthiness. 

There are the mountain boys of Georgia, for instance, in whose behalf 
such educators as Miss Martha Berry and Professor Ritchie are so nobly bat- 
tling. There are other young men in other sections of the state, in every 
state in the south, denied the right and the opportunity of education through 
no fault of their own creating. With no desire to dictate to the custodians 
of the fund, The Constitution would view the investment of at least a por 
tion of it in industrial training schools for the benefit of this class of the 
southern school population, as an eminently wise and philanthropic one. 

The general education board could not, indeed, go far wrong if it ap- 
plied the larger precentage of the south’s pro rata of the Rockefeller’s dona- 
tion to technical and industrial training. It is in these two directions, rath- 
er than on the academic side, that the south of today most needs assistance,

His tes- | 
timony was principally in identification 
of various notations. 


Money Paid Out in Texas.

As far as we know from histery re- 
search, Ferdinand De Soto was the first 
to explore the region of Georgia. He

He embarked for 
the coast of Florida with a fleet of 
nine vesselsi and an arms, now  in- 
creased by the addition of native cap- 
tives to one thousand men, and landec 
at Tampa bay. 

The summer, autumn and winter 
were spent in expeditions in Florida. 

In March, 1540, De Soto and his com- 
pany entered what is now the state of 
Georgia, at its southwest border, in De- 
Catur county, traveling for the most 
part in norththeasterly direction, pass- 
ing through the pine barrens of 
Lowndes, Ware and Irwin. which are 
described as low and flat ane full of 
lakes; by the last of March entered the 
(‘chee town, near the Ocmulgee.

Coming in such dazzling equip- 
ment, with helmets, breastplates, 
shields, coats gf steel, with swords and 
lances, and guns and crossbows!
